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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: applicant's arguments are not deemed persuasive 
to overcome the rejection of record. In particular, applicant argues that the cited reference does not provided sufficient motivation to 
combine the elements of the invention into a single kit. Applicant's arguments have been carefully considered but are not deemed 
persuasive because as stated in the prior office action (mailed 6/16/2004), extracts from other animals where known to elicit the same 
effects and were made in a similar manner. The combination of known elements into a single invention is deemed obvious (see In re 
Kerkhoven) unless the combination of elements produces an unexpected result or property. In this case, applicant has not taught how th 
combination of two known elements which are described by Bartorelli et al as having the same effect or property, would be different or 
unexpected. Therefore the rejection of the claims under 35 US 103(a) as being obvious is maintained for the reasons of record.. 
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
